But for several years we have wondered why it 
was that no American track had offered a Free 
Handicap, in frank imitation of the English 
fixture of that name. Now comes the announce- 
ment from Hal Price Headley, president of the 
Keeneland Association, that the Keeneland spring 
meeting will have a Free Handicap, the weights 
to be adjusted by young Charles J. McLennan, 
racing secretary cf the Lexington meetings. For 
its first running the Keeneland Free Handicap 
will be a liberally endowed purse race. Subse- 
quently, if it turns out satisfactorily, it will 
probably be made into a stakes event. 

The offer a Free Handicap at 
Keeneland apparently comes as a result of a sug- 
gestion made by Charles E. Kenney, manager of 
Coldstream Stud at Lexington. 

The success of the new race should not be 
judged by the number of outstanding horses it 
attracts. A Free Handicap is not necessarily a

tial classic as the weights should be 


so adjusted as to give all the horses handicapped 
a fair chance for victory. (However, in England 
this year the Free Handicap was won by Mid-day 
Sun, which subsequently won the Derby, and the 
second horse was Exhibitionnist, which later won 
the One Thousand Guineas and Oaks.) But if the 
race attracts a fair-sized field of 3-year-olds, we 
would be happy to see it continued and given 
enough financial backing to make it an event of 
some importance. 

There are now two handicaps of the best 3- 
year-olds which originate from what might be 
called official sources, those of John B. Campbell 
and Frank J. Bryan, but neither of these sets of 
weights is made for a specific race, to be run 
at a certain track on a certain date, with an 


announced distance. Since definite conditions are 


to be provided for the McLennan handicap, the 
race should prove an important addition to 
America’s calendar of Turf events, if for no 


other reason than that it will elicit an appraisal 
of 2-year-old form subject to an actual test on 
the race course.

Competition From the South 


HERE are 17 imported horses among the 
‘3 nominees for the Santa Anita Handicap, and 
12 of them come from South America. Horse- 
men in this country are now keenly aware of the 
“Horses for Sale’ sign on the continent to the 
south, and for the first time in history more 
horses are being imported from below the equator 
than from England. Even now there are more 
buyers in Chile to more horses for 
racing here, and until conditions change radically 
it appears that importations from below the line 


purchase 


will continue. 

For many, many years English breeders have 
been selling horses to the United States. In re- 
cent years that trade has declined greatly. Now 
there is a scarcity of good horses in North Ameri- 
ca, and the stage is all set for a resumption of 
buying. But the successes of a few horses from 
South America have opened a hitherto unnoticed 
market, and a European monopoly is threatened.

LEADING SIRES IN FRANCE 

In Horse and Hound (London) of November 26 
the French correspondent, Faraway, gives the 
list of stallions at the top of the sire list in 
France for the flat racing season recently closed, 
as supplied to him by the Establissement Cheri. 
The figures given include only winnings in France, 
whereas the French statistics usually include 
foreign winnings of French-trained animals. 

At the head of the list is E. Martinez de Hoz’'s 
13-year-old Mon Talisman, winner of the Prix 
du Jockey Club (French Derby), Prix de l’Arc 
de Triomphe, Prix du President de la Republique, 
and other important races. He is a bay son of 
Craig an Eran (by Sunstar—Maid of the Mist, by 
Cyllene) out of Ruthene, by Lemberg (by Cyl- 
lene), second dam Karenza, by William the 
Third. His position at the top of the sire list is 
principally owing to the exploits of his son Clair- 
voyant, the outstanding French 3-year-old of 
1937, now retired to the stud. 

Second on the list is Jean Stern’s 14-year-old 
Rialto, by Rabelais (by St. Simon) out of La 
Grelee, by Helicon (by Cyllene), second dam 
Grignouse, by Kilglass, third dam the American- 
bred Simper, by *Sempronius, fourth dam Value, 
by Hanover. Third, by virtue of the huge win- 
nings of Corrida, his sole representative, is the 
English Coronach, son of Hurry On. Massine, one 
of the outstanding sires of recent years in France, 
is fourth. 

Five out of the 13 stallions given by Faraway 
are of the St. Simon male line, Rialto, Massine, 
Vatout, Biribi, and Rose Prince. *Kantar, now 
standing in Maryland, goes back to Galopin (sire 
of St. Simon) through Alcantara II, Perth, War 
Dance, and Galliard. Pharos and Asterus repre- 
sent Bend Or. *Ksar, now dead, is the only Herod- 
line horse on the list. The leaders:

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BELAIR STUD PROSPECTS 


By HUMPHREY S. FINNEY 


( N the last Saturday of the Bowie meeting I 
had the privilege of going round the long 
famous Belair Stud, at Collington, Md., with its 
owner, William Woodward. Mr. Woodward had 
arrived from New York the night before and was 
enjoying one of his brief tours of inspection of 
his horses at Belair, which, at this writing, con- 
sist of the 4-year-old Blandford horse *Isolater; 
the highly promising juvenile winner of the 
United States Hotel Stakes, Fighting Fox; the 
colt Johake, just brought over from nearby Bowie; 
eight beautifully bred young mares, three of 
which return to Aqueduct and the routine of 
training ere long, and five of which leave for 
Arthur B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud in the next 
couple of months; and 25 weanlings which have 
now been at Belair seven or eight weeks, having 
been shipped from Kentucky after being raised 
to weaning at Claiborne. 

As is well known, the Belair yearlings are 
usually divided three ways each summer. One lot 
goes to Saratoga for sale there, one lot goes to 
“Sunny Jim” Fitzsimmons at Aqueduct, and a 
couple or so are sent to Capt. Cecil Boyd-Roch- 
fort for racing in England. The 1937 crop of 
foals is going to cause the master of the stud 
some headaches before he makes his final de- 
cisions in these matters, inasmuch as the fillies 
outnumber the colts almost in the ratio of two to 
one, there being but nine colts in the lot. Add 
to this that there is not one of the fillies that 
is not well enough bred or well enough made to 
go into anybody's stud, and it is well seen what 
the owner is up against in making his decision. 
Certain it is that the Saratoga buyers will have 
a fine chance once more of obtaining the best 
bloodlines of today with which to replenish their 
studs. That these are not idle words is shown by 
a glance at the standing of Belair Stud year after 
year among America’s breeders while over in 
England the astonishing fact is that William 
Woodward, with very few mares at stud in the 
country, is second on the list of winning breeders, 
though actually Flares and Perifox were foaled 
in America. Gainly, a highly promising filly, 
and Bosworth were bred by Mr. Woodward in 
Ireland. Astonishing, too, is the success that 
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year by year has attended the practice of shipping 
Belair Stud yearlings of American breeding to 
England. Sir Andrew, The Scout, Black Devil, 
Perifox, Flying Spear, Flares, Fresh Fox, Bonds- 
man, and Sansalvo are among the stakes winners 
that come readily to mind when thinking of Bel- 
air in this respect. 

At the old brick stable on whose walls is the 
plaque dedicated to the memory of the great old 
mare Selima we fancied two particularly fine 
weanlings, a well turned brown colt from the 
Guineas winner *Brown Betty, by Friar Marcus, 
and another brown, a big strapping colt that 
walks well, by *Sir Gallahad III out of La Palina, 
by “Ambassador IV. The next stable visited had 
some extra good fillies. Among them are three 
daughters of *Sir Gallahad III that are beauti- 
fully bred and of the right sort. The Silver Lane 
filly, whose dam is by Jim Gaffney, recalls that 
good horse to her owner a great deal. A very 
fine filly is Ripples’ sister, from Ondulation, by 
“Sweeper II. Equally impressive is the daughter 
of Gravitate, by Rock View, that is three-fourths 
sister to Sir Andrew. A chestnut filly by Gal- 
jant Fox out of the *War Cloud mare Bonnie 


Maginn is a three-parts sister to Bondsman, and 


is a pleasing one. This is the stable where Gal- 
lant Fox spent his young days, as is witnessed by 
the record of the bay horse’s performances in- 
scribed on the front of the stall he occupied. 


In a third barn we again saw a number of 
fillies and a *Sir Gallahad III bay colt which, 
though still backward and unfurnished, looks 
like making a good horse. He is out of *Filante, 
by Sardanapale. Three fillies that would be gems 
in any stud, ali by Gallant Fox, and all bays, are 
out of the Man o’ War mare Valkyr, which pro- 
duced Vicaress and Vicar; Minerva (by *“Ambas- 
sador IV), dam of the good horse Faireno; and 
Flambino, by *Wrack. The latter, a sister to 
Omaha, may be an Oaks winner when the time 
comes. Granville has a brother in this lot, a son 
of Gallant Fox and Gravita that has quality and 
refinement and considerable “outcome.” 


The eight young mares were next inspected, 
and a fine lot they are. Gallant Fox’s bay sister 
Lucky Pledge, booked to *Alcazar for 1938, is a 
fine type of mare, particularly good through the 
shoulder.

JOHN B. CAMPBELL’S RATINGS 
HREE 2-year-old handicaps issued annualiy 
are those of Joe McCarty, Frank J. Bryan, 
and John B. Campbell, the latter being racing 
secretary to all of the New York tracks. The 
McCarty ratings, published in the November 27 
issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE, ranked Nedayr, Me- 
now, and Tiger at the top in a triple dead heist. 
The Bryan handicap, published last week, ga 
the place of honor to Milky Way Farm’s Tig 
The Campbell list, released December 10, gave 
the leading place (126 pounds) to Hal Price 
Headley’s Menow, winner of Champagne Stakes 
and Futurity. Tiger is rated second, two pounds 
under the *Pharamond II colt, and two pounds 
farther back Fighting Fox and Nedayr are rated 
together. Bull Lea, five pounds behind the lead- 
ers, is given greater consideration than in either 
of the other handicaps (he has 122 pounds in the 
McCarty handicap, but top weight is 130 pounds). 
The filly question is less tangled, because all 
three handicappers had the problem, primarily, 
of distinguishing only between two fillies, Jacola 
and Merry Lassie. The McCarty handicap placed 
Jacola two pounds ahead of her chief rival. The 
Bryan handicap gave Merry Lassie five pounds 
more than Jacola. The Campbell handicap rates 
Jacola four pounds ahead of the Stimulus filly. 
So the three handicappers have no agreement 
on coits or fillies so far as leadership is con- 
cerned.

The 
brother to Gallant Fox is full of play and loves 
to romp all day in his paddock. In the next stall 
we had a look at *Jacopo’s son Johake, a nice 
cut of a horse himself. Unless I am much mis- 
taken, he will have to be reckoned with also 
next season, for he is bred to improve a bit with 
age. 

Johake was the last horse looked at after a 
brief stop to admire a fine lot of pictures at the 
old mansion of the Taskers and Ogles we repaired 
through the now heavy rain to Bowie, after a 
most enjoyable forenoon.

PIMLICO SPRING STAKES 
‘os stakes-a-day program offered at Pimlico 
in the fall of 1937 was a considerable suc- 
cess, attracting to the Hilltop course a_ better 
grade of horses than have campaigned there for 
many years, and making the meetng one of the 
best, financially, since the depression struck. So 
Pimlico has announced a similar program for the 
1938S spring session, with nine new stakes offered. 
As at the fall meeting, there will actually be one 
more stakes than there are days, as 13 stakes 
events will be run during the 12-day spring meet- 
ing. Chief of these is the $50,000 added Preakness, 
which under its new conditions is expected to 
gross about $80,000. The Dixie Handicap, for 3- 
year-olds and up, has been doubled in value, will 
have $20,000 in added money, and again will be- 
come one of the principal handicap events of the 
eastern season. The Nursery Stakes is also 
doubled, will have $5,000 added. The Baltimore 
Spring Handicap, however, worth $5,000 added 
last spring, has been halved. Revived is the Pim- 
lico Oaks, last run in 1931, and the race will be 
worth more than at any time in its history, being 
endowed with $7,500 in added money. . The re- 
maining eight stakes, most of them handicaps, 
are all worth $2,500 added. 

Nominations for the events will close February 
15, except the Preakness, which closed last July. 
Supplementary entries to this race, at $1,500 each, 
may be made until April 15. A further improve- 
ment in the class of racing is indicated by the 
fact that all overnight races except maiden and 
claiming events, will observe a $1,200 minimum. 
The cheaper events will have a $1,000 minimum.

FAIR GROUNDS 


AIN kept the track at the Fair Grounds in 

soft condition all of last week with the ex- 
ception of Saturday, when a fast strip obtained. 
But entries were not seriously curtailed, and a 
number of very consistent performers were out. 
Thirty-one percent of the favorites, including the 
only two odds-on choices of the week, were re- 
turned winner, despite the off track, and there 
were few really considerable upsets. 

The Monday racing had only a maiden race as 
a non-claiming feature, the winner being Mrs. A. 
J. Schuetze’s Little Tramp, a *Traumer colt which 
she bought as a yearling for $600. The entire 
card on Tuesday was made up of claiming races, 
one of the winners being Biography, at one time 
a horse of some class.

A maiden event was again the only non-claiming 
race on December 8, the winner being Beaunada, 
a Sun Beau gelding which, like Little Tramp, was 
bred by W. S. Kilmer.

All other races were under claiming 
conditions, the best being a $900 event won by 
Virginia J., a Crack Brigade filly racing to be 
claimed for $3,750.

On Saturday, in addition to the stakes event, a 
good race was offered for horses of all ages at 
six furlongs.

TANFORAN 

FTER having good weather and a fast track 
fA for its Tuesday and Wednesday programs, 
Tanforan ran into rain for the remaining three 
days of its week, had a sloppy strip on Thurs- 
day and part of Friday, a muddy oval thereafter. 
But crowds and wagering held up reasonably 
well, and the five racing days completed on 
December 9 had a daily pari-mutuel average of 
$186,934. This was slightly above the average 
for the previous days of the meeting, and though 
the track is hardly likely to equal the average 
turnover at Bay Meadows, the average will be 
high enough to insure a reasonable profit. 

The week started off with an unusual occur- 
rence, When the first two races on Tuesday re- 
sulted in dead heats. In the first event Easter 
Parade and Miss Ladybug, the first and second 
choices respectively, came to the finish locked 
together, five lengths in front of the field. In 
the next race the 26-to-1 Don Grafton and the 
7-to-1 Bon Amour dead-heated, beating the next 
horse by a length. Another freak happening of 
the week came when the track sold a minus pool 
on William Le Baron's Brown Jade, fast 3-year- 
old Alexander Pantages filly. There was $26,045 
wagered on the race, and the filly carried $16,988 
of it. The winning pool was all right, but to pay 
the legal! $2.20 on a $2 ticket, the track had to 
add to the place and show pools. 

The South American horses were 
great numbers, but *Amor Brujo, which is 
claimed to be the best of them, had no diffi- 
culty in taking the Saturday stakes event, win- 
ning rather easily after having poor racing 
fortunes. Behind him were fairly good horses. 
The other stakes event of the week went to the 
Whichone gelding Alaskan, which defeated 10 
others of his age in the Sequoia Handicap on 
December 7. Whichone got another winner dur- 
ing the week, when the 3-year-old Zor, a Whit- 
ney-bred gelding, won the Dos Pueblos Rancho 
Purse, under claiming conditions. 

A number of other non-claiming events were 
offered during the week.. An allowance race on 
December 7 went to Loafer, a Polroma gelding 
owned by E. Drillon. Two allowance races, both 
at six furlongs, were offered on the Wednesday. 
One of these was Brown Jade's victory; the other 
was won by Charles S. Howard's odds-on Exhibit, 
which was disqualified for bearing over, and the 
purse went to C. D. Zimmerman’s 3-year-old 
Blazes colt Mr. Blaze. On December 9 a one- 
mile allowance race was won by R. C. Stable’s 
Count Atlas, a Reigh Count colt, and the feature 
on the following day went to another by the 
same sire, this being G. T. Williams’ Kumreigh.

SEQUOIA HANDICAP 


Mrs. E. Voynow’s Rommy (112), a 2-year-old 
son of Judge Hay, ran a remarkable race at 
Bay Meadows on Armistice Day, when he wheeled 
at the start and started the wrong way of the 
track, was turned around and finished fourth.

H. A. Luro’s *Amor Brujo (121) possibly best 
of the South American invaders which have come 
to the United States this year, has had trouble 
in both of his starts at Tanforan.

The 
veteran Saxon horse put up a game effort 
through the last furlong, but he is no longer the 
King Saxon which whipped through a half-dozen 
of the better New York handicaps in 1935, and 
he went under by a length to the invader. Third 
Was another veteran, Neil S. McCarthy’s Tick 
On (116), 8-year-old On Watch horse which had 
won the Hopeful Stakes before any other mem- 
ber of the field was weaned, and before most 
of them were foaled. The 2-year-old Rommy 
(103), owned by Mrs. E. Voynow, was fourth. 
For once the colt had broken well, but he tired 
in the stretch. In order followed Primulus (108), 
Marynell (110), and Chanceview (116). The lat- 
ter, well supported because he favors muddy 
going, lacked speed at the beginning, and was 


eased after it became apparent he could not 
enter contention.

PARTNERSHIP ENDS 

In 1936 one of the most successful racing 
partnerships on the West Coast was that of Earl 
Beezley and William Hynes. It came to national 
attention primarily as the owner of the now 
notorious “Blue Boot,”’ which turned out to be 
the Wise Counsellor mare Exotude, but the 
racing stable had already gained considerable 
recognition on the Coast by a long string of 
victories in minor stakes and overnight races. 
On the last day of the year Mr. Hynes succumbed 
to a heart attack. Owner-trainer Beezley took 
into partnership, in late January, Harry Hunt 
and William Boeing, the latter a Seattle airplane 
manufacturer. Hunt dropped out during the year, 
and the partnership became Beezley and Boeing. 
Last week it was announced that the partnership 
was ended, that each man would continue on the 
Turf, racing his own horses. Mr. Boeing has 
engaged Ted Horning to handle the 17 horses he 
now owns, including Gleeman. Trainer Beezley 
took 14 horses, including Sobriety. 
HANDICAP NOMINATIONS 

The $100,000 Santa Anita Handicap, most suc- 
cessful of winter stakes, has drawn 93 nomina- 
tions for its fourth running, which will come 
on March 5, 1938. There were 88 nominations 
for the 1937 renewal. From what may be called 
the proved handicap division it drew Aneroid, 
Calumet Dick, Chanceview, Fair Knightess, 
Indian Broom, Rosemont, Seabiscuit, Special 
Agent, Time Supply, Tick On, Top Row, and 
White Cockade. From the 3-year-olds of 1937 
come Clingendaal, Eagle Pass, Fairy Hill, Fenc- 
ing, Heelfily, Pompoon, Sweepalot, and the 
champion War Admiral, though it is already 
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certain that the latter will not race there. The 
1937 2-year-olds contributed Can't Wait, Lega 


Light, The Chief. An unprecedented number oi 
foreign-bred horses appear among the nomina 
tions, 17 of the group being outlanders. South 
America contributed Amor Brujo, Decuria

NO TELEGRAPHED BETS 

Under California law it is permissible to tele- 
graph bets to a race track. It is also legal to 
form agencies for such transmission, and to 
charge commissions for the service. This, effec- 
tively, permits bookmaking without financial risk 
But there is nothing in the California law which 
compels tracks to accept such bets, or to make 
provision for receiving them. On December 9 
Manager Charles Strub issued a statement in 
which he defined Santa Anita Park’s position in 
the matter: 

The Los Angeles Turf Club, Inc., is opposed to any 
method of wire betting or any subterfuges for the pro- 
moting and operation of open bookmaking. It wishes 
to make clear to the public its policy of having no out 
side agent or facilities for accepting bets. Any adver 
tising or representing to the contrary is a subterfuge 
for open bookmaking and out-and-out gambling. 

Every possible protective measure will be adopted to 
prevent the transmission of wagers to Santa Anita Park 
by any method or means. 

Facilities for such service by organized telegraph com- 
panies or other wire organizations of any kind will not 
be allowed to be installed in Santa Anita Park. 

Every effort will be made to prevent attempts to es- 
tablish agencies outside the gates to run wagers into 
the park. No provision will be made to accept comeback 
money by wire, runner, or otherwise. This policy will 
make illegal an attempt to establish wire or other 
agencies for the purpose of accepting bets that can be 
wagered at Santa Anita Park, as prescribed by our 
State law. 

This stand is taken to safeguard the public against 
abuses sometimes attendant to the sport of racing, and

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DEATH OF EUGENE LEIGH 


EUGENE LEIGH, one of the best known 
H. figures of American and French racing 
during the last half-century, died on the morning 
of Thursday, December 9, at his home at Maisons 
Laffitte, a training center near Paris where he 
had lived for many years. Mr. Leigh, whose 
career antedated that of all but a greying few of 
the horsemen now living in America, was 77 
vears old. He had his full measure of the good 
luck and ill fortune of the Turf, had made 
fortunes and lost them. But principally his repu- 
tation rested on his exceptional ability as a trainer 
and developer of horses. 


Mr. Leigh was born August 25, 1860, at Taylors- 
ville, Christian County, Ill. His father was a 
dealer in horses, and the son had only one interest. 
From his knee pants days until his death he fol- 
lowed the fortunes of racing. When he was 13 
years old he became exercise boy for William 
Emmet, for whom he worked for about a year. 
Then he joined the staff of Daniel De Camp, widely 
known in Illinois as the owner of a string of 
quarter-horses. For him young Leigh began rid- 
ing. The first Thoroughbred he rode was Hark- 
away, an Enquirer racer which Mr. De Camp cam- 
paigned at county fairs. According to The Ameri- 
can Turf, Harkaway was a 3-year-old when Leigh 
began riding. That would have been in 1876, as 
Harkaway (by Enquirer out of Rurica, by Ruric) 
was foaled in 18783. 

But increasing weight made young Leigh’s rid- 
ing career a short one, and in 1878, at the age of 
18, he moved over into the ranks of trainers. 
The following year he found employment in the 
stable of Isaac Staples, of Stillwater, Minn., then 
one of the most formidable strings on the lesser 
tracks of the Middle West. In 1884 he was em- 
ployed by Col. W. S. King, of Minneapolis, and 
moved up to the “big tracks.”’ Afterwards he 
trained the horses of Col. R. C. Pate, of St. Louis, 
for whom he handled such horses as Monogram, 


Conklin, Clay Pate, and Editor, which among 
them succeeded in winning several important 


stakes of the 1885 season. 

In 1887 Mr. Leigh began racing for himself. 
He started with two mares, La Belle N., by Re- 
form, and Alameda, by Springbok, and met with 
such success that he was soon able to augment 
his string by further purchases. Among the 
horses he bought was Rambler, a 2-year-old geld- 
ing of 1887, by Bramble out of Daisy Hoey, by 
Tipperary, second dam Sarong, the dam of Aris- 
tides, and Rambler had such success that he made 
a considerable reputation for his young owner 
and trainer. 

In 1889 Leigh joined forces with George Han- 
kins and established the stable as one of the 
strongest in the Middle West. Among their horses 
were Little Minch, Macbeth II, Terra Cotta, San- 
talene, Wheeler T., Huntress, Egmont, Orderly, 
Jacobin, Robespierre, Lela May, Rambler, Bank- 
rupt, Quotation, Martin Russell, Joe Blackburn, 
Lucy Johnston, Kaloolah, Duke of the Highlands, 
and Pessara. Robespierre won the Tennessee 
Derby, was second to Riley in the Kentucky Derby. 
Among Pessara’s victories was the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity. Several of the others were good stakes win- 
ners. 

In the fall of that year Leigh moved the stable 
to the East and shortly afterward the partner- 
ship was dissolved. Leigh again raced for him-

self and moved on to new successes. In the winter 
of 1891-92 at the old Guttenberg track in New 
Jersey his horses won 100 races. In the fall of 
1892 he bought a 2-year-old Bramble colt calied 
Clifford, which turned out to be one of the greatest 
horses of the time. Among other noted performers 
he owned in the next year or so were included 
Lazzarone (which won the Suburban Handicap 
after Leigh had sold him), La Belle, Handspun, 
Chant, Urania, and Ducat. In 1893 he moved 
back to the Middle West and won about $100,000 
with his horses. In 1894, after another great sea- 
son, he sold out his horses at Sheepshead Bay, his 
23 Thoroughbreds bringing $80,900 including $25,- 
000 for Clifford. 

In the spring of 1895 Leigh formed a partner- 
ship with Edward Brown and developed a good 
2-year-old called Ben Brush. In the fall of that 
year Ben Brush was sold to Michael F. Dwyer for 
$18,000 and went on to further triumphs, includ- 
ing the Suburban of 1897. 


About this time Mr. Leigh had obtained a 467- 
acre farm in Fayette County, Kentucky, which he 
-alled La Belle Stud. Head of the stud was Bram- 
ble, sire of several of the best horses he had 
ever owned. In the middle ‘nineties Mr. Leigh 
was one of the most successful owners, trainers, 
and breeders in America, but the next few years 
brought reverses, and in 1902, “broke” and obliged 
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to sell out his holdings, he left America for 


France t» begin life again. 

There his remarkable horsemanship asserted it- 
self and he won more than 100 races in his first 
two years in that country. He never returned 
from France, except for occasional visits. But one 
of his visits was made memorable by the fact 
that he brought along Pierre Wertheimer's great 
speedster, *Epinard, for a series of races in this 
country. *Epinard had been developed by Mr. 
Leigh, who always claimed the son of Badajoz the 
best horse he ever trained. His successes in 
France and England led to a trip to this country 
for further conquests, but *Epinard was beaten by 
Wise Counsellor at six furlongs, by Ladkin at a 
mile, by Sarazen at a mile and a quarter in three 
memorable races of 1924. Gene Leigh never 
weakened on his charge, always explained that 
the dirt tracks of America were to his disad- 
vantage. 

In France Mr. Leigh established himself in 
business as well as in racing, and was on his way 
to a sizeable fortune when the World War inter- 
rupted his progress, obliged him to start over. He 
continued as a trainer until advancing age forced 
him to discontinue most of his activities a few 
years ago. He is survived by his widow and four 
daughters. 

Though Eugene Leigh's connection with breed- 
ing was quite limited in comparison with his 
activity as a trainer he nevertheless had a pro- 
found effect on breeding in the Americas. Shortly 
after he went to Europe in 1902 he purchased two 
mares from the late E. J. Keylock, for a price of 
$400, according to a statement he made years 
later. One of the mares was *Merry Token, which 
he sold to Major August Belmont. *Merry Token, 
mated with *Rock Sand at the Nursery Stud, 
Lexington, produced Mahubah, which became the 
dam of Man o’ War, North America’s horse of 
the century. The other mare, *Ulla, by Barcaldine, 
passed into the hands of Senator Johnson N. 
Camden, along with her filly foal by Rae- 
burn. The filly, named Korea, raced in this 
country with some success, winning four races at 
two for the late Thomas P. Hayes. She later 
passed to Hal Pettit Headley, then to Major 
Thomas J. Carson, at that time the master of 
Dixiana. Major Carson included her in a draft of 
mares he sold in South America at the time of 
the break-up of American racing, and there Korea 
became the dam of Botafogo, the greatest race 
horse ever bred in South America. Botafogo died 
after only a short while in the stud. Like Man 0’ 
War, he was beaten only once. Thus the best 
horse ever bred in North America and the best 
ever bred in South America were grandsons of 
two mares which Gene Leigh picked up for a 
trifle at the same stud farm in England. 

Mr Leigh had a more enduring connection with 
another of the great American bloodlines, that of 
*Bonnie Scotland, Bramble, and Ben Brush. An 
interesting account of his connection with Bramble 
and his descendants was included in the Blood- 
stock Breeders’ Review of 1918: 

It will probably be 
Review that Eugene

recent interview he recalled some of his experiences as 
a breeder.

Mr. Leigh bought Bramble for $8,000, and declares 
that that sum was just $7,992 more than any breeder 
in Kentucky would have given for him. He sent him 
to the Belle Meade Stud. The horse was duly adver- 
tised, but his owner never collected a single fee. In 


difficult to get owners to send mares 
free of charge! Bob Baker accepted one and got Buela, 
a good race mare and the grandam of one of Mr. W. 
K. Vanderbilt's best horses in France. Col. W. 5. Barnes 
offered to send a mare and pay the fee, but by that 
time Mr. Leigh was anxious not to break a “record” 
and so gave the Colonel a service on condition that 
he (Leigh) should choose the mare. The one selected 
was Maid of Balgowan, and she bred Prince of Mel- 
bourne. Bramble met with an accicdent the second 
season he was at stud and thereafter it was difficult to 
get him to serve a mare. “In the short time I was 4 
breeder,” added Mr. Leigh, “I bred Ben Brush, Irish

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iad (son of a Bramble mare), Ballyhoo Bey and Ad- 
muration; Ildrim and Vuleain, both out of Bramble 
mares; and many other winners.” Ben Brush went into 
the late Mr. J. R. Keene’s stud near Lexington, where, 
under the management of Major Daingerfield, he was 
given excellent chances, and made very good use of 
them. Later he became the property of Mr. J. N. 
Camden, and 7s we go to press the news comes that he 
died early in June at that gentleman's stud at Ver- 
suilies, Kentucky. 

Horses of this family have, says Mr. Leigh, always 
trarned like good soldiers, done their work well, put 
their noses in the feed box, and kept them there as 
long as there was an oat left. There was no “yellow 
dog” in their blood. If they were small it did not 
stop them from racing successfully. 

With regard to Bonnie Scotland, Mr. Leigh states 
that he was taken to Illinois when there were not ten 
Thoroughbred mares in that State. Everything he sired 
ould run. He was eventually bought by General Hard- 
ing, then owner of the Belle Meade Stud. There were a 
few good, stout American mares there, and the horse 
got a fair chance. His yearlings never brought high 
prices, but they won good money on the Turf. 

Towards the close of the interview, Mr. Leigh strongly 
condemned the practice adopted by many American breed- 
ers of keeping their stallions “private.” He considers 
it “a crime,” and the greatest drawback the breeder 
of thoroughbreds in the States has to contend against. 
Breeders were willing to pay stallion fees but not to 
accept favours. Owners of stallions should remember 
that they might possess fifty mares not one of which 
would nick with their “private” horses. They should 
not, he maintains, act like selfish boys with a toy. Not 
only do they ruin their stallions: they disgust breeders. 
FRANK CARTER 

It is doubtful if the race tracks of the world 
can furnish a trainer who could be called more 
successful in his profession than was Frank 
Carter, who died recently at his home in Chan- 
tilly, France. Mr. Carter passed away at the 
age of 57, at the end of what was probably the 
most successful season in his remarkable career. 
This year he trained for E. Martinez de Hoz the 
best 38-year-old colt in France, Clairvoyant; for 
Evremonde de St. Alary, the *Ksar colt Le Ksar, 
which he sent to England to score a surprising 
victory in the Two Thousand Guineas; for Joseph 
E. Widener, the Prix Royal Oak winner Victrix 
and Grand Criterium winner Gossip, rated the 
best 2-year-old in France. His stable this year 
earned almost 5,000,000 francs. 

The Carter family has been associated with 
French racing for a century, and Frank Carter 
was by far the most successful of the horsemen 
who bore the name. He was on several occasions 
the leading trainer in France, and he has the 
most impressive record of any French trainer in 
the matter of sending out winners of the most 
important races. In the last 12 years he had 
saddled five winners of the Prix du Jockey Club 
(French Derby), *Belfonds in 1925, Mon Talis- 
man in 1927, Hotweed in 1929, Hotweed’s son 
Pearlweed in 1835, and Mon Talisman’s son Clair- 
voyant in 1987. He won the Prix de Diane 
(French Oaks) with Dorina, Uganda, Pearl Cap, 
and Mistress Ford. 

Occasionally Mr. Carter sent a likely can- 
didate across the English Channel to compete 
in one of the English classics. Included among 
these were the 1931 Oaks winner Brulette, the 
1932 One Thousand Guineas winner Kandy, and 
the 1927 Two Thousand Guineas winner Le Ksar. 
In 1931 he wen the French Two Thousand 
Guineas equivalent with Indus, the French One 
Thousand and Oaks (also the Prix du President 
de la Republique) with Pearl Cap, and the Eng- 
lish Oaks with Brulette. 

During the war Mr. Carter served as chauffeur 
to Marshal Joffre. Two years ago he was awarded 
the Legion of Honor, the first time a racing 
trainer had ever achieved such a distinction.

TRIPLE CROWN 


At about this time of the year Col. Matt Winn 
becomes interested in next season's 3-year-old 
racing. On December 9 he stirred New York 
spertswriters to some excitement by proposing 
a trophy ov purse for winners of the so-called 
Triple Crown, Kentucky Derby, Preakness Stakes, 
Belmont Stakes. Said Colonel Winn, in part: 


I didn't necessarily have money in mind when I 
thought of offering some kind of prize to the horse that 
could win all three races. What I want to do is solidify 
and build up the “triple crown.” 

People are getting to know what it means nowadays. 
So let's make it worth winning. Put up a great trophy, 
or, if young Mr. Vanderbilt down at Baltimore, or Mr. 
Widener, at Belmont, wants to put up a little money, 
I'll come across with any amount they say. 

Suppose the three of us put up $50,000 apiece, and 
add it to the usual $50,000 which is the purse for these 
three races. Tf a horse wins my race, then loses in the 
Preakness, or wins mine and the Preakness, but loses 
in the Belmont—it’s no go. The money is kept in a 
pot until a great triple-crown horse comes along—a 
hbeby like Sir Barton, or Gallant Fox, or Omaha, or 
War Admiral, the only horse I ever touted in my Derby. 

I guess some smart fellow will come along and say, 
“Hmm, the Colonel's got something up his sleeve.” The 
only thing I've got up my sleeve, on the idea, is to help 
racing, to make the triple crown the last word in 
American racing. I haven't anything to gain out of it. 

After all, my race is first. It’s the Preakness and the 
3elmont that would be helped, for the winner of my 
race will be that much more popular when he gets to 
Pimlico, and so much more popular when he comes 
up undefeated to Belmont. 
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SIDELIGHTS 
Rankings 


HE recent poll of Turf writers conducted by 
the Turf and Sport Digest (Baltimore) is 
presented in other columns of this issue. There 
were 256 writers who participated, and naturally 
all of them agreed that War Admiral was the 
leading 3-year-old. I say naturally, but actually 
one of the most brilliant achievements of the 
Man o’ War colt was his ability to get 256 Turf 
writers to agree on anything. But when it came 
to selecting the outstanding horse of the year, 
War Admiral again got the call, though separated 
by the narrowest of margins from Seabiscuit, 
universally admitted to be the leading handicap 
horse. When I say universally admitted, I mean 
that any horseman would stand up and how! if 


he were asked to run anything in his stable 
against Seabiscuit at scale weights. But a com- 


mittee of 25 horsemen who picked the leading 
horse of the year for another magazine, New 
York's Horse and Horseman, came out with Sea- 
biscuit. This wasn’t unanimous, and Herbert Bay- 
ard Swope and Clem McCarthy voted with the 
minority. 

But apart from this interesting argument, the 
poll revealed a sad weakness of sportswriters, 
though a weakness perhaps shared with their non- 
sportswriting brethren. Esposa was third in the 
all-age division. Heelfly and Burning Star were 
second and third among the 3-year-olds. Menow 
and Nedayr led the 2-year-olds, with the former 
having a commanding lead. Tiger, Teddy’s 
Comet, and Sky Larking followed in order. Jaco- 
la led the 2-year-old fillies, Merry Lassie second, 
Inhale third. Well, Esposa is a grand mare, but 
where was Aneroid? Heelfly and Burning Star 
were good 3-year-olds, but what about Pompoon, 
Reaping Reward, Flying Scot? Why do Nedayr’s 
two victories overbalance Tiger’s six? And what 
did Jacola do that Merry Lassie didn’t, except 
win later in the season? Am I just being con- 
tentious, or did some of these rank ahead of their 
rivals not because they raced better, but because 
they raced later in the year?

Estimate 


AST Saturday the now well advertised *Amor 
Brujo came out at Tanforan for his second 
North American start, got the worst of the early 
fortunes, came on to win easily by a length. As 
in his first race, the track was off, which may or 
may not mean anything. Best mudder in the field 
(best mudder in America, said California papers) 
was Chanceview, but for one reason or another 
Chanceview did not run at all and was eased up 
through the stretch, finishing last. Possibly the 
best horse in the field was King Saxon, though 
there may be reason to consider that Tick On’s 
class is as great. Had *Amor Brujo beaten King 
Saxon in 1935 he would have had to be very 
much of a horse. But this wasn’t the King Saxon 
which turned Discovery back in the Metropolitan. 
And Tick On’s chief asset now is a stout heart. 
A good many other horses have beaten both of 
them decisively as *Amor Brujo did, and weren’t 
especially good horses either. So the *Amor Brujo 
threat, in my estimation, has still to be proved. 
Next Saturday (December 18) he will probably 
go against Fair Knightness and Chanceview as 
the Howard entry in the $10,000 San Francisco 
Handicap. Also entered is Star Shadow, and

though the Man o’ War gelding is no world beater, 
he has a very fair chance at the weights. Getting 
five pounds from King Saxon in the Marchbank 
Handicap. he beat the Saxon horse four lengths. 
For the San Francisco Handicap he will get seven 
pounds from “Amor Brujo. The invader gave 
King Saxon five pounds in his recent victory, beat 
him a length. Now he has to give seven to a 
horse which, getting five pounds, beat King Sax- 
on four lengths. Add it up, and Star Shadow isn't 
a bad prospect. 

Incidentally, a victory by Star Shadow is about 
the last chance for Man o’ War to catch The 
Porter on the sire list. About $10,000 separates 
the two to date, considering only first monies. 
Since The Porter had more performers, he is 
probably quite safe in his leadership when all 
monies are accounted for, as Aneroid, Inhale, 
Flying Scot, and others earned a good deal in 
second and third money this year. If Star Shadow 
fails to deliver, The Porter will not be challenged 
in first monies, for there are no stakes remain- 
ing rich enough to make up the difference. 


Wising Up the Sucker 
HE celebrated English wit and satirist, G. K. 
Chesterton, remarks that the strangest thing 
about coincidences is that they do happen. There 
was an incident in America last week which I 
think would have surprised Mr. Chesterton, 
hardened as he may have been to coincidence. 

On December 7 was broadcast a radio pro- 
gram, advertised some time in advance, in a series 
in which various “rackets” are exposed. The 
particular swindle enacted, in dramatic form, in 
the December 7 program, was that in which a 
band of confidence men (headed by Col. J. Rufus 
Wellington, of Lexington, Ky, suh) persuaded an 
“upstate” couple to invest on a horse race. The 
couple is, so to speak, first-passed. That is, they 
are given the name of a horse which has won a 
few minutes before, and listen to a faked broad- 
cast of the race. They have bet “on paper,” and 
before the bookmaker will pay off, he demands 
to see their money, to be sure they could have 
paid had they lost. Once the gang gets the money, 
there is no use taking up your time explaining 
the procedure. In the radio skit, the police are 
watching the whole thing, and all ends happily, 
like an old song. 

Now here is one for the book. On the same day, 
the Los Angeles Times announced the arrest of 
three persons for working evractly the same 
scheme on one Harry Millachip, an Englishman 
on vacation in southern California. The amount of 
money involved, in the radio broadcast and in 
the Los Angeles case, was $30,000, and in both 
cases the money was recovered. Obviously, this 
can’t happen, but it seems to have done so, any- 
way. No, Millachip didn’t grasp the situation by 
hearing the broadcast; the arrest came first by 
a few hours.

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PEDIGREE POINTS 


Cyllene 


QIOME years ago I took occasion to point out 
W) the comparative scarcity in American pedi- 
grees of the blood of Cyllene, which throughout 
the remainder of the racing world was exerting 
a great influence, ranking second only to St. 
Simon in its prevalence in the pedigrees of the 
best horses. Since that time *Sickle and *Phara- 
mond ITI, both inbred to Cyllene, have established 
themselves in the front rank of America sires. 
Sickle was leading sire in 1936, and in 1937 is 
represented by a phenomenal group of racers in 
America, France, and England, including France's 
best 2-year-old (the filly Gossip) and one of the 
best 2-year-olds in England (the colt Unbreak- 
able). *“Pharamond IT appears likely to finish the 
year in third place cn the American sire list, and 
is the Caddy of the Futurity winner Menow. 
But two other countries now furnish good ex- 
amples of the carrying power of the blood of 
Cyllene. The leading sire in France this year is

Heroic not only had led the sire list in Aus- 
tralia for five years in succession, but appears 
fairly likely to stretch his tenure of the leader- 
ship to a record total of six years, as he is cur- 
rently represented by two of the best 3-year-olds 
in that country, Ajax and Hua, which, with 
Avenger, have been dividing the spoils in the 
Australian classics. 

Besides having two close-up crosses of Cyllene 
in his own pedigree, Heroic has on several oc- 
casions got good horses when bred to mares 
with still another cross of the son of Bona Vista. 
For instance, Hall Mark, one of the highest-class 
horses sired by Heroic, is out of Cyanean, by 
Cyllene. The same proportion of Cyllene prevails 
in the pedigree of Ajax, which is by Heroic out 
of Medmenham, by Prince Galahad, second dam 
Meadow Grass, by Lemberg, son of Cyllene.

Misstep 


one of the fastest and highest-class 
horses of his day, winner of $182,815 in com- 
petition with what was probably the best crop of 
foals ever produced in America (foals of 1925), 
on the basis of number of first-class performers 
included, has now been in the stud long enough 
to have four crops of foals to race. He has not 
yet sired a horse in the first flight, nor has he 
appeared prominently on the sire list. Under such 
conditions it may be the first impulse of breeders 
to dismiss him without further consideration. But 
Misstep is not ready for dismissal. 

There were five registered foals in the first 
crop (1932) by Misstep, as given in the supple- 
ment to the American Stud Book. All five are 
winners, including the stakes winners Moonson 
and Marson. Each of the five has won in at 
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least two seasons, and four of them are still win- 
ning races this year at five. In the second crop 
were 20 foals of 1933, including 15 fillies. Nine 
of them won at two, and 15 of them have won 
to date, including 13 winners at three, 12 at four 
this year. 

In the third crop were 15 foals, of which seven 
have won to date. The fourth crop, born in 1935, 
had 18 living foals at the time of the publication 
of the Stud Book supplement, but at least three 
of them have died since. Of the 15 remaining, 
four have won to date, including the stakes win- 
ner Mar Le. Of Misstep’s total of 58 foals, 31 
have won, or 53 per cent— a high proportion, con- 
sidering the fact that this year’s 2-year-olds are 
included. 

On the average the mares bred to Misstep 
have not been altogether worthy of a horse of 
his class. For instance, among the mares which 
produced his first three crops of foals there was 
not a stakes winner. The dams of the fourth 
crop included only one stakes winner, No Regrets. 
PREMINENCE BY BALLOT 

Returns from the annual poll conducted by 
Turf and Sport Digest were announced Decem- 
ber 9. For leading horse of the year Samuel D. 
Riddle’s War Admiral, undefeated winner of eight 
races, including the major 3-year-old classics, 
received a total of 621 points, the score being 
arranged on a basis of three points for a first 
choice, two for second, one for third. Seabiscuit, 
Charles S. Howard's fine handicapper was second, 
with 603 points, and William Ziegler, Jr.'s, good 
mare, Esposa, was third, but with only 140 points. 

The outside total which a horse could receive 
was 768 points, as there were 256 ballots cast. 
So in the race for 3-year-old leadership War 
Admiral got the maximum, every participant in 
the polling voting for him. Heelfly was adjudged 
second, with 311 points, and Burning Star, owned 
by Shandon Farm, was ranked third with 237 
points. The race for 2-year-old honors was also 
a runaway, with Hal Price Headley’s Futurity 
winner Menow receiving 566 points. Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer’s Nedayr, a colt unconsidered until late in 
the season, when he won the Walden Handicap 
and Pimlico Futurity, was ranked second, with 
330 votes. Tiger, which raced for Milky Way 
Farm, and won the Washington Park Futurity, 
dead-heated for the Arlington Futurity, got 246 
points. Teddy’s Comet, which shared in this dead 
heat, got 124 points, and Sky Larking, which 
was destroyed after breaking a leg in the Cham- 
pagne Stakes, was fifth with 105 points. 

The race for leading 2-year-old filly was closer. 
Mrs. Edward Friendly’s Jacola, winner of the 
Selima Stakes, got 642 points, and Wheatley 
Stable’s Merry Lassie was second with 524. J. H, 
Whitney’s Inhale, which did not race after mid- 
season, was third, with but 83 votes. 


SUSPENSION 

For the best interests of racing, stewards at 
Charles Town on December 13 suspended the 
trainer’s license of Ernest Brilinski, recom- 
mended that the West Virginia Racing Commis- 
sion revoke the license.

TROPICAL PARK 

HE third winter racing front goes into action 

December 20, when Tropical Park opens for 
the first of its two meetings. The track has re- 
ported that more than 1,200 horses are stabled 
either there or at Hialeah Park, whence they may 
easily be vanned over to race. Tropical Park, 
under the management of William V. Dwyer, has 
an additional grandstand this year, hopes to be 
able to accommodate greater crowds. Several 
other improvements have been announced, in- 
cluding a new finish camera and a lighter, more 
satisfactory, starting gate. All the winter tracks 
have gained this year, as far as early estimates 
indicate, since the repeal of racing legislation in 
Texas has reduced the winter fronts from four 
to three. A meeting has been announced at 
Oriental Park, but it seems likely that the 
Havana track will get horses of lower class, 
which are not needed in California, Florida, or 
Louisiana. 


TROPICAL PARK CAMERA 

A new finish camera for Tropical Park was an- 
nounced last week, to be installed by its in- 
ventors, Earl and Aaron Harvey. It will be 
placed where the previous camera was located, 
flush with the outer rail and above the judges’ 
stand. Presumably it will be in a higher tower, 


since it was announced that the pictures will be 
shot almost straight down, a feature, which, it is 
claimed, virtualiy eliminates the “magnification 
of the outside horse.”” Manager William V. Dwyer 
is considering the installation of a projector be- 
neath the grandstand by which pictures can be 
flashed in sight of the spectators. 


FLAMINGO STAKES ENTRIES 

Hialeah Park’s principal 3-year-old race, run 
last year as the Florida Derby, then changed to 
the Flamingo Stakes with the comment, by J. E. 
Widener, that there were too many “Derbys”, 
closed its nominations November 15, with 85 
entries, or eight more than it received last year. 
In previcus years supplementary nominations, at 
increased fees, were accepted later, but the 1938 
Flamingo Stakes provides no supplementary 
nominations. The race will be at 1 miles, 
with $20,000 in added money, these conditions 
being the same as in 1937. It will be run on 
February 26. 

If a Derby favorite comes up from Florida 
next spring, he will have to make his reputa- 
tion in Miami, foi the leading 2-year-olds of 1937 
are not among the entries. Menow, Tiger, Fight- 
ing Fox, Nedayr, Jacola are not mentioned, but 
the list includes a number of juveniles which per- 
formed very creditably during the 1937 season.

FREE HANDICAP AT KEENELAND 

AL PRICE HEADLEY, president of the 

Keeneland Association, last week announced 
that a Free Handicap, modeled after the race of 
that name which for many years has been a 
fixed event in English racing, will be offered at 
the Keeneland meeting next spring, to be run 
on the first Saturday, April 16. 


The race, suggested by Charles E. Kenney, 
former racing official, now manager of Cold- 


stream Stud at Lexington, will not be a stakes 
event in its first runinng, but will have a purse 
of $2,000, and thus will be one of the most 
valuable prizes of the meeting. It will be at six 
furlongs, since the Keeneland track is not so 
built as to permit races at seven furlongs, the 
distance of its English prototype. There will 
be no acceptance fee or starting fee. If the 
event proves successful, however, it is probable 
that it will be made a stakes event for its later 
renewals. 

Weights for the race will be assigned by 
Charles J. McLennan, racing secretary for the 
Keeneland meetings. Mr. McLennan has not 
previously issued ratings of the best 2-year-olds,

olds in England has _ provided English Turi 
writers with material for good winter “copy, 


as it comprises an official ranking of the best 
racers of the age group. Being placed at the 
head of the handicap is about the highest honor 
which can come to a Thoroughbred in England 
before he reaches the age at which he may com- 
pete in the classic races. The “Free Handicap 
Sweepstakes,” as the race is known, is a seven- 
furlong event run at Newmarket about the 
middle of April. The weights are announced after 
the flat racing season cleses, and in the past it 
has been the custom for the handicapper to in- 
clude all 2-year-olds which have placed in sweep- 
stakes races. If the owner of a horse wishes to 
accept the weights he can make the racer eligible 
for the event upon payment of five sovereigns 
($25). Two other payments of 10 sovereigns 
each must be made before starting. 

Last year Lord Derby’s Fair Copy was placed 
at the top of the Free Handicap with 130 pounds. 
Well down the list was Mrs. G. B. Miller’s Mid- 
day Sun, with 99 pounds. Mid-day Sun won the 
Free Handicap, with Sir Victor Sassoon’s filly 
Exhibitionnist (106) in second place. Then Mid- 
day Sun went on to win the Derby, while Ex- 
hibitionnist proved herself the best filly of the 
year, winning the One Thousand Guineas and 
the Oaks. 

It has not yet been announced when Mr. Mc- 
Lennan’s weights will be announced for Ameri- 
ca’s first Free Handicap.

MASSACHUSETTS 


DIVISION OF RECEIPTS 

UBLIC announcement of the volume of pari- 

mutuel play at Massachusetts tracks for 1937 
moved Suffolk Downs’ president, Charles Francis 
Adams, on December 13 to issue a statement in 
which the ultimate division of the betting total 
was explained. For those who exclaim with hor- 
ror over the $20,863,024 wagered on horses, Mr. 
Adams points out that $18,470,491 was paid back 


to bettors. The State of Massachusetts received 
$908,689 in taxes, most of which is distributed 


to cities and towns for old age pensions. Other 
taxes, including Federal social security and old 
age payments, amounted to $277,083 in wages, and 
Mr. Adams stated that for three years executives 
of the track have served without pay. For in- 
surance, advertising, local purchases, landscaping, 
and similar items, the track paid $250,098. Horse- 
men received $559,100 in purses and stakes. The 
sum of these payments is considerably more than 
the amount the track received from its share 
of the pari-mutuel turnover, but the difference 
was more than made up by receipts from ad- 
missions and concessions, and the total profit was 
applied to the reduction of the bonded debt. Mr. 
Adams said that no dividends have been paid, or 
can be paid, to stockholders until the bonded in- 
debtedness of the track has been fully liquidated. 

Aside from the amount paid directly to the 
State in the form of taxes, Mr. Adams pointed 
out that an estimated 150,000 out-of-State visit- 
ors had been attracted to the track, and that 
horsemen’s accounts indicated that about $350,000 
was spent in Massachusetts for food, lodgings, 
feed for horses, and other necessary expense, by 
jockeys, owners, trainers, grooms.

HANDBOOKS IN CHICAGO 

The handbook question in Chicago has been a 
vexing one for many years. A crusade against 
them last summer and fall went to pieces when 
no convictions could be obtained. Last week, on 
recommendation of the City Council Subcom- 
mittee on Revenue, work of drafting an ordinance 
licensing handbooks was begun. No fixed license 
fee will be charged, under the ordinance, but a 
percentage on gross receipts, “probably 1 or 2 
per cent,” will be the tax method.

CORRIDA’S WINNINGS 

Since Corrida has raced in France, England, 
Belgium, and Germany, it has been a most diffi- 
cult task to figure her earnings in terms of the 
monetary units of any one country. But Far- 
away, Paris correspondent for London's Horse 
and Hound, has laboriously pieced together her 
earnings in terms cf England’s pound sterling, 
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figured exactly to the rate of exchange on the 
day of each race, and has come out with £45,525, 
eight shillings and 10 pence for her total win- 
nings. Translating this figure into American 
dollars would bring on more difficulties, but 
$227,625 would be an approximate equivalent at 
the rate of $5 to the pound sterling.

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TRIPLE DEAD HEAT 

Egyptian racing got into world Turf news 
recently with a triple dead heat in a seven-fur- 
long race at the Heliopolis Racing Club, Cairo. 
The horses were Lemfin, owned by the British 
ambassador, Sir Miles Lampson, T. P. Cozzika’'s 


Ballycarnaine, and Baron J. Empain’s Crazy 
Weather. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE in its issue of October 9 


(page 449) summarized briefly some of the most 
extraordinary dead heats on record, but omitted 
one which is well remembered by some of the 
older racing men in Kentucky. This was a 
dead heat between James Bradley's 3-year-old 
Ed Leonard and C. Weatherford’s 6-year-old 
Comedy in a one-mile selling race at Churchill 
Downs May 16, 1891, with Rimini third, three 
lengths back. In the run-off odds of 5 to 3 were 
laid on Comedy, but the 3-year-old ran head-and- 
head with him all the way, and again they fin- 
ished in a dead heat. In the third heat the odds 
veered round, and Ed Leonard was favorite at 
2 to 1. The 3-year-old won it by two lengths. 

According to Thomas B. Cromwell, Ed Leonard 
and Comedy were later purchased by a Lexing- 
ton transfer company and wound up hitched to- 
gether pulling a delivery wagon. 
BONE-SETTING TECHNIQUE 

Newspapers last week devoted considerable 
space to a method of setting broken bones in 
horses, demonstrated December 6 by Dr. Otton 
Stader, of the Ardmore Small Animal Hospital, 
Philadelphia. Reports of the operation were 
rather confused, as the subject was called a “‘little 
chestnut filly” in one case, a ‘5-year-old colt” in 
another. But ail accounts agreed that Dr. Stader 


drove two steel pins into the bone above th 
break, two more below, and connected each se 
of two with a steel bar. The bars were joined b) 
an adjustable structure which helped him set th 
bone, then kept it in place. The method, it wa 
said, had been used successfully with dogs. 


THEFT IN RHODE ISLAND 

The Rhode Island Advisory Tax Commissior 
in its report to Gov. Robert E. Quinn December 7 
suggested confiscation of funds held by Narr: 
gansett Park representing unpaid pari-mutuc! 
tickets. Since there is no provision for the State 
to take more than 3'» per cent of the pari-mutue! 
total allowed by the racing law, such an action 
would have no legal basis, but this is not likely 
to be a deterrent in Rhode Island. The same com- 
mission recommended increasing the State’s legal 
cut to 4 per cent of the pari-mutuel handle and 
breakage, which amounts to almost 2 per cent 
more.

Valley, near Baldwin, Md. Glastonbury is a bay 
horse, foaled in 1928, out of Bignonia, by Jim 
Gaffney, second dam Vignola, by *Solitaire IT. 
He will stand “free to a limited number of ap- 
proved mares.” 


VERANDAH 

Novel methods of training race horses have been 
introduced by Mr. Harry Ingham at his stables 
near Wetherby, Yorkshire. 

When the horses put their heads out of their 
boxes they look out on to a glass wall verandah 
with a wooden roof. Along the 100 yards of ver- 
andah the horses can be exercised in any kind 
of weather. In an adjoining meadow Mr. Ingham 
has laid out a small race course. 

Mr. Ingham has brought his ideas from the 
United States, where he was a trainer for 10 
vears. He is building a replica of the American 
“shute’’—a starting gate into which horses are 
led into separate boxes to wait for the “off.”

NAMES 


NE of the principal reasons American breeders 
() and owners of Thoroughbreds find it so diffi- 
cult to obtain names for their horses is the fact 
that they try to “think of’ names. That is, they 
sit down and begin puzzling over the matter. But 
in many cases the names are all prepared and 
waiting for them. All that is necessary is take 
down a book or two and find them. 

For instance, take the case of *Pharamond II, 
standing at Beaumont Farm, Lexington. None 
of the names which have been applied to the get 
of “Pharamond II have had any connection with 
the name of the sire-—-and yet it is an appellation 
full of suggestions. 

Pharamond (also spelled Pharamund and Fara- 
mund) was a legendary king of the Franks, a 
group of Germanic peoples who inhabited, roughly 
speaking, that section of Europe now known as 
France. The legend of Pharamond is associated 
with the Salian Franks (salian possibly indicating 
that they lived by the sea-coast) as distinguished 
from the Ripuarian tribes (who lived inland along 
the rivers). The Salians became the most im- 
portant tribe among the Franks. One of their 
earliest chiefs was called Chlodio; he has been 
referred to as a son of Pharamond, though most 
historians grant that Pharamond was mostly a 
iegend. Chlodio was something of a conqueror in 
his day. Among his successors were Meroveus 
(Merovech, Merowech), Childeric, and Clovis. 

Among other names associated with the Franks, 
though not with the Salian tribe, were Marcom- 
eres. Sunno, Sigebert (called Claudus, that is, “the 
Lame,” after he was injured in battle), and 
Chloderic. 
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fighting was even more of a steady job with 
humanity than it is today. Among their weapons 
were the francisca, or throwing-ax, and the 
scromasay, a short knife used in carving an ad- 
versary. They used heavy shields ornamented in 
the center with an iron decoration called an umbo. 
Etc., ete. (See the Encyclopedia Britannica.) 

And there was another Pharamond which might 
vield still other names for anyone who has a 
mind to take down a volume of Elizabethan drama 
(Volume 47 of Dr. Eliot's five-foot shelf of books 
will do). Pharamond is a supposed “Prince of 
Spain” who plays the villain in Philaster, a play 
by Beaumont and Fletcher—and it is a coincidence 
that Pharamond now stands at Beaumont, which 
is an open invitation for someone to use the name 
Fletcher (his first name was John) for one of 
*“Pharamond II's colts. For that matter, Francis 
Beaumont would possibly pass the approval of 
The Jockey Club, provided Mr. Klees can be per- 
suaded that the owner of that name has been 
dead much too long to make any objection to 
using his name for a horse. 

Other characters in Philaster include the hew 
“Philaster, heir to the crown of Sicily,” “Dion, a 
Lord,” “Cleremont and Thrasiline, noble gentle- 
men, his associates,” “Arethusa, daughter of the 
king,” “Euphrasia, daughter of Dion, but dis- 
guised like a page and called Bellario,’ Megra, a 
lascivious lady,”’ and “Galatea, a wise modest 
lady attending the Princess.”’ Arethusa has been 
used too recently to be obtainable for one of 
*“Pharamond fillies. 

A recent article in the Reader’s Digest sug- 
gests an excellent name for a son of Diavolo: 
Yama. This is the name by which certain Tibetan 
priests invoke the presence of the devil, or the 
“king of hell.”

The son of Broomstick 
went to Ruth Parton, western horsewoman, for 
$650. Seven broodmares were also included in 
this sale, the highest price being paid by Errol 
Mac Boyle, who gave $525 for the 5-year-old 
Miss Boss, a daughter of Apprehension. Highest 
price of the sale was paid for the only yearling 
offered, a filly by Plucky Play, bred by Dr. J. L. 
Patterson. This one went to Basil M. Smith 
for $950. 

On the following day, at the Tanforan paddock, 
17 head were offered, chiefly 2- and 3-year-olds. 
These brought a total of $12,545, an average of 
$788. Largest consignor was Jack P. Atkin’'s 
Pasadena Stable, but of the 10 catalogued, only 
three went through the ring, the others being 
taken out or sold privately. One of those which 
did sell brought the highest price of the sale, 
$2,110, which Mrs. V. R. Hopper paid for a 3- 
year-old colt by Wildair. This was the only horse 
to go for as much as $1,000, but all six of the 
horses consigned by H. C. McConnell (five 2-year- 
olds, one 3-year-old), brought $950, all of them 
except a Quibbler filly apparently being bought in. 
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For both sales, the 28 head offered brough

CHARLES KURTSINGER 


By ARTFUL 

T was in the cards that Charles Kurtsinger 

should cast his lot with the Turf, for he was 
born and brought up in the country where the 
Thoroughbred is supreme. Charlie’s first appear- 
ance in this world was made on November 16, 
1906, in Louisville. By the time he was six he 
could be found almost any racing afternoon over 
by the backstretch at Churchill Downs, watching 
the races through a knothole in the fence. Later 
he moved with him family to a farm, but his 
thoughts still lingered with the Thoroughbreds. 
At 16 he made a connection with Roscoe Goose, 
and through him went to work for John S. Ward, 
who held his first contract, gave him the edu- 
cation that was later to lead him to riding fame. 

It was on April 29, 1924, at Jamaica, that 
Charlie broke his maiden. Aboard Mr. Ward's 
Malt, a chestnut gelding trained by W. V. Walsh, 
he brought his mount up on the inside to win 
easily from the field of nine. The books paid 
off at 20 to 1 on the 3-year-old son of Uncle. 

During 1925 Charlie worked for Senator J. N. 
Camden, and the following year went with Harry 
Unna. It was in 1928 that he made his connec- 
tion with William Ziegler, Jr. In his opinion the 
best horses he rode for this sportsman were 
Polydor, Espino, and Bois de Rose. Staying with 
Mr. Ziegler for two years, he then entered the 
employ of Walter Schuttler, whose string was 
being trained by Frank Kearns. 

It was in October of 1930 that Kurtsinger 
started on the road to real success, joining the 
Greentree Stable of Mrs. Payne Whitney. He 
continued to wear the Greentree colors until 
November, 1932. It was during this time that 
he rode to fame with Twenty Grand. His vic- 
tories with the great son of *St. Germans in- 
cluded the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, Junior 
Champion, Kentucky Derby, Belmont, Dwyer 
Stakes, Jockey Club Gold Cup, and Lawrence 
Realization. After his connection with Green- 
tree was severed, he went with Allan Dyan, win- 
ning for him a Cuban Grand National with 
Larranaga. During 1984 and 1935 he was riding 
for Mrs. Silas B. Mason, and astride Head Play 
accounted for some of the leading stakes on the 
West Coast. It will also be remembered that the 
Flying Dutchman drove Head Play to victory in 
the Preakness of 1933. The fall of 1936 found 
him with Mrs. Emil Denemark, with whom he

TROUBLE OVER DONATELLO II 


HERE is an extraordinary sequel to the pur- 
chase in the summer by Mr. Edward Esmond 
of the Italian colt Donatello II, which has to be 
included among the most famous of living Thor- 
oughbred horses. The exact amount given for him 
has not been divulged, though I understand from 
his purchaser that it was between £45,000 and 
£50,000. It having been decided that the colt 
should nct be called on to race again, arrange- 
ments were made to send him to the Haras de 
Mortefontaine, in France. His service fee was fixed 
at 400 guineas, and it was soon announced that his 
subscription was full for 1938 and 1939. A month 
or two ago bloodstock breeders were surprised to 
learn that the horse was in Newmarket. Then it 
became known that a hitch had occurred in con- 
nection with the sale. 
I learn that the French Government stepped in 
through their “office of compensation” with a 
demand that the purchase money for Donatello II 


Dau.of Galopin Should be paid to them and not the vendor. It 


was claimed that this was the proper procedure 
in view of commercial treaties between France 
and Italy. But Mr. Esmond had already paid the 
Italians for the horse on delivery. To him it was 
disconcerting, to put it mildly, to be confronted 
with the demand for a second payment. The owner 
has endeavored to get over the difficulty for the 
time being by sending the horse to England. 

I asked Mr. Esmond one day last week what 
the position will be if the French Government 
does not withdraw its claim or no other satis- 
factory settlement is made. “The horse in that 
case will remain in England,” said this much- 
worried owner. Donatello II is a chestnut by 
*Blenheim II out of Delleana by Clarissimus, go- 
ing back to Pretty Polly. He was never beaten 
in his own country, the only defeat of his career 
being sustained when Clairvoyant (which has also 
been retired to the stud) narrowly had the better 
of him in the Grand Prix de Paris. His admirers 
are by no means satisfied that Mr. Esmond’s 
horse was beaten on his merits in the Longchamp 
race.—Racing Correspondent in the Observer 
(London).

ARRY PEACOCK, the young trainer of 

Richmond, Yorks, who won the Lincolnshire 
Handicap with Marmaduke Jinks, completed a 
notable double by sending out the winner of the 
last big race cf the Jockey Club season, the Man- 
chester November Handicap, in the 6-year-old 
gelding, Solitaire. There were 31 runners for this 
Manchester race and a poor collection they were. 
Solitaire was allowed to stride along clear of 
his field all the way, and thus escaped the inter- 
ference which hampered the better backed can- 
didates, Velvet Cushion, Marcus Superbus, and 
Rawana. There is no shadow of doubt that, with 
crdinary running luck, Velvet Cushion would 
have won. 

The only other comment I have to make on the 
racing on the last day of the campaign is to 
condole with veteran Steve Donoghue upon his 
bad luck in choosing the wrong ‘un of two 
mounts offered him in the Final Plate. Steve 
was naturally desperately keen to win this 
event, the last race in which he will don silk. 
He was offered the rides on Pegomas and Lord 
Derby's gelding, Highlander. He preferred the 
latter, and his mount started at odds-on. High- 
lander finished a moderate third, Pegomas win- 
ning with quite a bit in hand. It seems to me 
that there is a moral for backers in this incident. 
Here we have 53-year-old Steve Donoghue, a 
notabie jockey for 30 years, rider of six Derby 
winners, rated one of the best judges of horse- 
flesh in the kirgdom, choosing between two 
mounts in a race which he would have given his

Looking Back 

T is an invariable custom with many racing 

scribes to conclude their notes on the Man- 
chester November meeting with the tag ‘‘And so 
ended a memorable season.’ I think it would 
puzzle these writers to define what has been 
memorable in the campaign just concluded. The 
season has been successful, inasmuch as_ the 
great sport has well maintained its foremost 
place in public favor, despite increasing compe- 
tition in the entertainment field.

None has captured the public 
imagination. Even among the 2-year-olds there 
is nothing that we regard as worthy to place 
en the pedestal occupied by such as Colombo, 
Bahram, Orwell, Mumtaz Mahal, Myrobella, etc., 
in their juvenile days. 

It may be that the Ascot Gold Cup winner, 
Precipitation, ranks nearest to being termed 
“great,” but we saw very little of Lady Zia 
Wernher’s grand looking 4-year-old. had 
little to do in the two events which he won 
prior to Ascot, and after the Gold Cup win, he 
was retired forthwith, being denied the chance

of consolidating his claims in the Goodwood, 
Doncaster, or Jockey Club Cups. Next best 
among the 4-year-olds I should rank Flares and 
Fearless Fox. On Eclipse Stakes day, Boswell 
was a good horse, but much of the other form 
of William Woodward's St. Leger winner was 
poor. I must not dismiss the seniors without 
reference to the sterling handicap performers, 
William of Valence, Finalist, and Daytona. Their 
running has been a pleasing feature of the year. 

So much has been written in condemnation of 
classic 3-year-olds that it is not worth while 
going over the ground again. Until training 
troubles overtock her after her Oaks victory, 
I consider Exhibitionnist was a real good filly. 
Of the colts, Mid-day Sun was the best of a 
moderate company, but with a view to next 
season’s cup races I like Solfo and Chulmleigh 
rather more than the Derby winner. 

Until his limitations were exposed at the 
Doncaster September meeting, we thought that 
we had a phenomenal 2-year-old, in the Aga 
Khan's Mirza II, even though I never believed in 
the celt’s ability to stay. With his defeats in 
the Champagne Stakes and Middle Park Stakes, 
Mirra IT Jost caste, and Portmarnock now ranks 
as the best of his age, and figures as winter 
favorite for the 1938 Derby. A nice colt is 
Portmarnock, handsome as paint, but IT am not 
enthusiastic about the son of Fairway as a 
Derby proposition, 

There will be a further opportunity of dis- 
cussing the 2-year-olds when we analyze the 
Free Handicap next week, and it is more to 
the purpose here to comment upon the loading 
features of the season's statistics.

Owners 
YOR the sixth time in the past nine years, 
H. H. Aga Khan is the leading owner. With 
17 horses he has won 380 races of total value 
of over £39,000, the 2-year-olds Mirza IT (£6,505) 
and Tahir (£5,996) being the chief contributors. 
Sir Abe Bailey, second on the list with £23,074 
won by 16 horses in 20 races, is a little short 
of his record of last year. It is a remarkable fact 
that neither of the leaders has won one of the 
season's classic races, nor such other plums as 
the Eclipse Stakes, Ascot Cup, or Jockey Club 
Stakes. Chief contributors to Sir Abe Bailey's 
total were Valerian (£3,840) and the 2-year-old 
Ramtapa (£2,970). 

Sir Victor Sasscon owes his position chiefly 
to the One Thousand Guineas and Oaks victories 
of Exhibitionnist, while Boswell and Flares take 
William Woodward into fourth place. James 
Rank’s best winner was Scottish Union (Middle 
Park Stakes). Mid-day Sun is the only horse 
that has carried Mrs. G. B. Miller’s colors, and 
the colt collected £14,773 in the five races he 
won. Lord Derby has had a lean season. True, 
he has won more races than any other owner, 
but 37 events of the gross value of £13,976 clearly 
indicates the moderate calibre of his horses. 
Lerd Astor also has experienced but a poor 
retin fer his lavish expenditures. He was at 
the top of the list last year, and has now 
dropped to eleventh place. The leaders:

Dabney Harrison 


ABNEY HARRISON has been training horses 
for a relatively short time but he has been 
eminently successful. A nephew of the late Capt. 
Philip M. Walker, he learned the fundamentals 
of his business in the stable of his uncle and it 
was under the colors of Captain Walker that the 
first winner ever saddled by Dabney Harrison ran. 
This was at Washington Park, June 10, 1930. 
The race was the second on the program, for 2- 
year-old fillies, 51, furlongs, under claiming con- 
ditions. Among the entries was the filly Trap- 
star owned by Captain Walker and trained by 
Dabney Harrison. Carrying 110 pounds and rid- 
den by C. Meyer the filly closing at 7877-100, won 
in a romp by six lengths from Miss Joan (111), 
ridden by J. Marinelli, with Donna Vivian (113), 
ridden by A. Anderson, third. Eight others were 
unplaced. 

On the death of his uncle Dabney Harrison 
succeeded Captain Walker as trainer for the 
Howe Stable and also for Mrs. W. Deering Howe. 
For Mrs. Howe he developed and trained the 
best horse that ever passed through his hands. 
This was Only One, a chestnut horse, foaled in 
1931, by Lucullite out of Orissa, by Purchase, 
bred by Harry F. Sinclair and purchased as a 
yearling for $1,000 by Mrs. Howe. 

Only One was a particularly good horse at 
three and four. Among his victories were the 
Dixie, American Legion, Delaware, Baltimore, and 
Prince Georges Autumn Handicaps. All told, he 
won 13 races and $39,495. 

The best filly or mare Dabney Harrison was 
ever connected with was Your Flag, a chestnut 
filly, foaled in 1928, by American Flag out of 
Ring Tale, by *Aeronaut, bred by Walter M. Jef- 
fords. This filly was owned and trained by Har- 
rison and as a 3-year-old she won seven races 
for him. 

Dabney Harrison is another who adheres to the 
notion that Man o’ War was the best race horse 
he ever saw, but he strikes a new note when he 
states the best race mare he ever saw was Top 
Flight.

ONLY ONE was raced four seasons, including two starts at six in 1937, and 
stamped himself as a horse of both speed and stamina. He won 13 of 56 starts, was 
15 times second, 11 times third, and his earnings amounted to $39,495. He did not 
start at five.

Only One ran four times, won one race at two. As a 3-year-old he was second 
to Observant in the Wilson Stakes, second to Sation in Laurel Stakes, third to 
Discovery and Chickstraw in Potomac Handicap, and third to Sation and Happy 
Go in Capital Handicap. At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), 
Queens County (to King Saxon), and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in 
the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Singing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and 
Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and Vicar) Handicaps. In the same 
season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the 
Carter Handicap. 

Orissa won the Fashion and Clover Stakes, and also has produced the winners 
Oral (at two, three, four), Rissa (at two 1937). Orissa is a sister to the winners 
Acquire (up to six), and Carnival (up to six). The second dam Durbar also produced 


Grattan (Great American, Hudson Stakes, and winner up to eight, 1935), and Zevar 


(up to six, 1935). Pageant also produced the winners Dress Ship (Troy Stakes), Color 


Sergeant, Sesqui, Pennate, Pomp, Blazonry, Parader, and Pompous, and the producer 


Spectacle.

Torchilla raced for five seasons, during which he started 39 times. He won 18 races, 
was six times second, two times third, and earned $26,199. He was a stakes winner, in- 
cluding the Bashford Manor Stakes, Havana Christmas, New Year's, Country Club Handi- 
caps, and Marianao Purse. 

The 1938 season will mark the first time Torchilla has stood for outside mares. 
However, he has had six crops to race. To the end of 1936 his get had won 162 races and 
$121,095. To November 6 of this year he had sired 25 winners of $40,557.50 in first monies 
only, including Torchy (Woodward, Forest City Stakes), his only 2-year-old to start in 
1937. Exclusive of his 1937 2-year-olds, Torchilla had sired 32 winners from 43 foals. He 
is sire of the stakes winners Prince Torch (Arlington Fall, Texas Handicaps), Vote Boy 
(Block Island Claiming Stakes), Erin Torch (Ontario Handicap).

Torchilla’s dam, Chilla, by *Alvescot, won 30 races up to 10 and was a fine producer. The 
second dam is Sunlight, winner at two and three, and good producer. Suelight, by *Bonnie 
Scotland (paternal grandsire of Ben Brush), is the third dam. She produced six foals, five 
of which started, and four of which won.
